Sudanese army ousts Numeiri 


BEIRUT (AP). - Rebel Christian 
militiamen battled Moslems and 
Palestinians in SRkm yesterday amid 
. reports of renewed Syrian pressure 
for an end to foe strife before it 
ignites new, large scale fighting 
throughout the country. 

Police said a policeman was killed 
and 1 1 civilians wounded in the mor- 
tar, rocket-propelled grenade and 
maefamegon exchanges. This raised 
the casualty toll from the eight-day 
sectarian violence to 48 dead and 190 
wounded. 

Beirut's independent newspaper 
' An-Nohar said Friday that President 
Amin Jemayei had received a “semi- 
nhimatnm" from Syria to stop the 
fighting. Otherwise . the paper said, 
“a Syzran intervention has become 
likely, even without a request by foe 
* Lebanese government.” 

Asked about the report, a source 
in the Jemayei government said 
“Syria is determined to help Leba- 
non regain peace and stability, and it 
will not tolerate indefinitely those 
obstructing foe peace process.” 

Syria’s own government- 
controlled media has been urging 
Jemayei to crack down on foe revolt 
within his Phalange party winch was 
begun March 12 by militia comman- 
der Samir Jeajea. It was after the 
mili tia’s garrisons in Si don declared 
allegiance to Jeajea that fighting in 
the southern Lebanese port city 
broke ont. 

. The fighting in Sidon was heavy 
overnight but tapered off in the 
morning to sniper fire. Police and 
SkfonJbased reporters said foe fight- 
ing picked up again Friday after- 
noon, with Christian militiamen on 
foe hills overlooking Sidon firing 
mortars and heavy artillery into the 
city’s two Palestinian refugee camps. 

In Beirut, Moslem and Christian 
gunmen exchanged fire for 30 mi- 
nutes along the Green Line which 
divides foe city into Moslem and 
Christian quarters, while Lebanese 
army troops exchanged tank and 
mortar fire with Druse militiamen in 
foe UQte^east of Beirut for two hours 


KHARTOUM. - The military 
yesterday announced it had deposed 
foe government of President Ja'afar 
Numeiri. and tens of thousands of 
Sudanese took to Khartoum's streets 
to rejoice. 

Spontaneous demonstrations be- 
gan all over Sudan's capital with 
news of the military takeover, 
announced only hours before 
Numeiri arrived in Cairo en route 
home after cutting short a U.S. visit. 

The 55-year-old army general, 
ousted by his long-time colleague 
Gen. Abdul -Rah man Mohammed 
S wared dahab, apparently scrubbed 
plans to fly to Khartoum/ 

After meeting with Egyptian Pres- 
ident Mubarak he left Cairo Airport 
by helicopter, and sources said he 
was secreted in one of Cairo's pres- 
idential palaces. 

Swareddahab. appointed last 
month as Defence Minister and 
Commander-in-Chief of the Armed 
Forces, declared a state of emergen- 
cy but promised to band over rule to 
civilians within six months. Under 
the emergency, the country’s bor- 
ders and airspace were closed. 

He said in a communique that the 
military had had to move because of 
“the worsening situation in the coun- 
try and the political crisis which 
worsens continuously.” The coup 
was “to save the country and its 
independence,” foe communique 
said. 

Taking control after several days 
of anti-government riots and a 
nation-wide strike, he also sus- 
pended the constitution and dis- 
solved both the Peoples Assembly 
(Parliament) and the only political 
party, foe Sudanese Socialist Union. 

Omdurman radio later broadcast 
cables of support from all divisions 
of the armed forces and from profes- 
sional groups which it said flooded 
foe office of foe military commander 
in a demonstration of popular sup- 
port. The radio had earlier appealed

to ail strikers to return :o work. 

Sudan b3d been virtually cut off 
from the rest of the world for three 
days because of the nation-wide 
strike, but Omdurman radio said 
professional and workers unions cal- 
led on members to end foe strike, 
which left the country without elec- 
tricity and fuel in short supply. 

Egypt’s Middle East News Agen- 
cy Mena reported life in Khartoum 
was slowly returning to normal as 
workers in key public sectors re- 
sponded to Swareddahab's call. 

Swareddahab. 51. is a career sol- 
dier who belongs to foe Khatemia 
religious sect, traditionally known 
for its pro-Egyptian leanings. 

He was born in Omdurman in 
1934. joined foe military academy in 
Sudan in 1954 and graduated four 
years later as a second lieutenant. 
He later trained in British and Jorda- 
nian military academies and was 
appointed military' attache in Ugan- 
da. Mena said. 

Swareddahab was described by 
Mena as a moderately religious per- 
son. intelligent and of a calm tem- 


perament. He is married and has two 
sons and three daughters. 

News of the takeover was read 
over the official Omdurman Radio, 
under heavy guard by soldiers who 
left their posts only after the 
announcement. After the broadcast, 
demonstrators flooded the streets 
singing, dancing and shouting anti- 
Numeiri slogans. 

They pulled down and ripped up 
the red, green, white and black flags 
that Numeiri made foe national stan- 
dard after he took power in the 1969 
coup. They destroyed pictures of the 
fallen general, including one hang- 
ing in the reception area of the 
Khartoum Hilton hotel. 

Prisoners freed 

Mena said demonstrators broke 
into Kober prison in Khartoum 
north, a suburb, and “set free all 
political and non-political de- 
tainees.” It said most were students 
and lawyers arrested recently. 

Disturbances in Khartoum began 
11 days ago as protests over an 
economic austerity programme im- 


plemented by Numeiri to try to satis- 
fy demands for fiscal reform by the 
country's creditors, chiefly the U.S. 
The changes caused immediate and 
sharply higher increases in prices of 
essentia! commodities. 

Jana. Libya's official news agency, 
reported that Col. Muammar Gad- 
dafi's government, a bitter enemy of 
Numeiri. had recognized the new 
military government. Numeiri's 
overthrow was welcomed by Damas- 
cus Radio, mouthpiece of Libya's 
ally Syria. 

Nevertheless, there was no im- 
mediate indication of outside in- 
stigation. although Numeiri has said 
that the trouble on Khartoum’s 
streets was being orchestrated by 
Libya.

Egypt. Numeiri's closest ally and 
an equally biner foe of Libya, indi- 
cated it planned a hands-off policy.

Numeiri - 
one coup 
too many 

CAIRO (AP). - Ousted Sudanese 
President Ja’afar Numeiri had been 
known as a survivor, a man who 
remained in power and unscathed 
after more than a dozen previous 
coup and assassination attempts. 

Numeiri. 55, a former army col- 
onel who himself came to power in a 
1969 military coup, once before bad 
been overthrown and jailed. 

But that was in 1971 , and with the 
help of Libya and Egypt, be was 
back in power 48 hours later. The 
Communists and- leftists who had 
conspired to oust him were rounded 
up and hanged. 

' Early in bis career, Numeiri's poli- 
tical activism made him a frequent 
resident of Sudanese jails, and once 
it led to his expulsion from foe array. 

| But he finally succeeded in one of bis 
plots when he ousted a civilian gov- 
ernment on May 25, 1969. 

Intimates say Numeiri is some- 
what aloof, hard-working, discreet 
i and persevering. He also was consi- 
dered one of America's closest allies 
in Africa. 

Born on January 1, 1930 to an 
affluent urban family in Omdurman, 
Numeiri was an enthusiastic gymnast

and soccer player as a young man. 
But in his late 40’s, Numeiri de- 
veloped serious health problems - 
reportedly erratic blood pressure - 
that caused him to seek medical help 
in Britain and the U.S. 

His annnul medical checkup at the 
Walter Reed U.S. Army Hospital 
was foe principal announced reason 
for his trip to Washington, which 
concluded on Friday - foe eve of foe 
coup. 

Numeiri entered the military 
academy in Khartoum in 1950. The 
I formation in Egypt of foe Society of 
Free Officers, which led to foe over- 
throw of King Farouk in 1952, is said 
i by observers to have influenced 
Numeiri deeply. 

Numeiri was expelled from the 
army in 1959 for playing a role in two 
coup attempts early in the year.

"south.

Gebril Denali, 30. died in hospital 
of gunshot wounds to the head and 
body, a police spokesman said. 

A 29-year-old Libyan was arrested 
at the scene with a nine mm pistol 
still in his hand, the spokesman said. 

Another intra-Libyan assassina- 
tion occurred in Nicosia on Thurs- 
day. Ahmed Barrani, shipowner and 
businessman, and believed to have 
been an opponent of Gaddafi, was 
shot dead by an Arab gunman as he 
entered his office in the centre of the 
Cypriot capital.

The time has come, said Kol Y Is- 
rael's director Gideon Lev-Ari last 
week, to fire tenured employees of 
the Broadcasting Authority. 

To anyone who followed the 
Knesset debate the week before on 
the State Comptroller’s Report no. 
34, Lhe statement could not have 
come as a complete surprise. It 
would be nice to think that the 
debate made it easier for Lev-Ari to 
make such a revolutionary sugges- 
tion. 

The debate was aptly described by 
Yitzhak Artzi CAIignment- 
Independent Liberals) as “a report 
on a report.” That is, a debate on the 
recommendations of the Knesset 
Committee on State Control based 
on the State Comptroller's report. It 
so. what follows is a report on a 
report on a report. 

Of the ISO items (by Artzi's count) 
discussed in the state comptroller's 
1, 008-page report, the committee 
discussed 12. and published its con- 
clusions and recommendations in a 
35-page booklet. One of the 12 items 
dealt with the Israel Broadcasting 
Authority. 

Committee chairman David Liba'i 
noted the comptroller's findings that 
the IB A employed 174 workers 
more than its approved number of 
job slots, that management does not 
have proper administrative control 
over the hiring of staff, that many 
people have been working for years 
with only temporary status, and that 
there is "concealed unemploy- 
ment." 

Libai's own opinion is that IBA 
Director-General Uri Porat cannot 
make a significant change here un- 
less the law is amended to give him 
clear authority in the matter. 

The committee also noted the 
State Comptroller’s findings about 
the virtual non-functioning of the 
rBA's plenum and the malfunction- 
ing of its executive committee. lead- 
ing Liba'i to suggest that the plenum 
is superfluous. 

We shall not attempt here to 
summarize the committee's booklet. 


or the 2 ^-hour debate, but mainly to 
consider the value of the whole exer-

- Ya’ir Tsaban (Mapam) called the 
committee “one of the hopes of this 
House for improving public adminis- 
tration.” But only a hope, apparent- 
ly, for in the next breath he doubted 
the “effective force” of the commit- 
tee's resolutions. 

One of the 12 items in the booklet 
denounced the special allocations to 
religious institutions made without 
benefit of objective criteria, and 
Tsaban used this to prove his point. 

“At this very moment,” he said,

Tsaban - s example proved a poor 
one. The arrangement worked out 
between the rival religious parties 
and their patrons do call for objec- 
tive criteria. And who is to say that 
the strictures of the State Comptrol- 
ler, endorsed by the committee, had 
nothing to do with that result? 

Often, of course, ministries do 
ignore the committee's - and the 
Knesset's - recommendations. But 
Libai said in his reply that if minis- 
ters do not report back within six 
months that they have complied with 
the recommendations, he intends tQ^ 
summon them to the committee and 
demand action. If that does not do 
the trick, he thinks it is the commit- 
tee's duty to publicize the minister's 
non-compliance and perhaps also to 
censure him publicly. 

Mordechai Virshubski (Shinoi) 
found fault with the “softness” of the 
committee's conclusions. For exam- 
ple, he said, the committee refers to 
its conclusions last year on the State 
Comptroller’s report no. 33 criticiz- 
ing the Health Ministry for not doing 
enough to solve the problem of 
geriatric hospitalization in Jeru- 
salem even though it had been aware 
of the need for this for several years. 

But then, said Virshubski. the

Jordan’s new PM seen as 
experienced, skilled negotiator 


AMMAN (AP). - Jordan's King 
Hussein has ruined to a lifelong 
friend and veteran diplomat to head 
his government as he presses ahead 
with efforts to resolve the Palesti- 
nian problem. 

Zaid Rifai, named prime minister 
late Thursday, is a man whose ta- 
lents Hussein has employed pre- 
viously to improve relations both 
with Syria and the PLO. As a sea- 
soned diplomat, Rifai is considered 
better prepared for the role of nego- 
tiator than was former prime minis- 
ter Ahmed Obeidat. who had been 
an intelligence chief. Obeidat res- 
igned last week, not making his 
reasons public. 

Rifai. 46. served as prime minister 
from 1973-1976. during a war with 
Israel, rapprochement with Syria, 
and the start of an economic boom. 
Probably his greatest diplomatic set- 
back during the time was the Arab 
League derision to make the PLO 
the sole representative of the Palesti- 
nians. despite Hussein's desire to 
maintain that role. 

Rifai is now charged with carrying 
forward Hussein's recent alliance 


with the PLO, which is aimed at 
creating a Palestinian state confeder- 
ated with Jordan on the West Bank, 
and Gaza Strip. 

Rifai is a member of one of Jor- 
dan’s most prominent political funh. 
lies. His father Samir served - as 
prime minister repeatedly under Jor- 
dan’s first king, Abdullah, and under 
Hussein. As boys, Rifai and Hussein 
were classmates. 


A graduate of Harvard University 
in political science. Rifai rose 
through the foreign service and into 
the palace, becoming private secret- 
ary to the king in 1967 and head of 
the cabinet in 196S. He held this 
position during the “Black Septem- 
ber" civil war of 1970 when Hus- 
sein’s forces drove the PLO from 
Jordan. 

On the other hand. Rifai, whose 
family emigrated from Palestine to 
Jordan in the 192U&. attempted dur- 
ing bis tenure to improve relations 
with the Palestinians, naming many 
to his first cabinet and winning a 
royal pardon lor Palestinians held in 
prison for political offences.

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Unifil's mandate in Southern 
Lebanon will probably be extended 
by another six months, according to 
an assessment made in Jerusalem 
over the weekend. 


The assessment was made after 
UN Undersecretary-General Brian 
Urquhart met with Defence Minister 
Rabin on Friday. Israel has not 
openly stated that it would like Uni- 
fies mandate extended, insisting 
only that it is interested in security 
along its northern border. 

Lrrqubart met Rabin as part of a 
Middle East tour before the exten- 
sion of the Unifil mandate comes up 
in the UN Security Council on April 
19. He has visited Lebanon where he 
was reponedly told by Lebanese 
leaders that they would like Unifil to 
stav in lhe area, and vesterdav he 


conferred with Syrian Foreign 
Minister Farous al-Shara over the 
UN force's future. 

In Urquhart ’s meeting with Rabin 
neither side discussed exactly where 
Unifil. if it received a renewed man- 
date. would be stationed after the 
Israeli withdrawal, or whai L'nifil’s 
duties would be.

Sallee andDevelopment Minister Gideon Part 
says^ that “for all practical purposes the finance 
jnanster of Israel is Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres.” 

Alongside Peres,, however, is the finance minis , 
ter in name, Yitzhak Moda’i, and this is a deplor- 
able state of affairs, Patt told The Jerusalem Post 
w a wide-ranging interview. 

“Believe me, T would much prefer it if Moda'i 
led in economic affairs and not Peres,” Patt said, 
endlessly repeating that he has nothing, either 
politically or personally against his Liberal col- 
league Moda’i. 

“I want evey Liberal minister in the cabinet to 
make a success of bis job. My Liberal Party will 
not benefit from having unsuccessful finance 
ministers. In feet, L want the government as a 
whole to succeed," he added, 

“Yitzhak Moda’i has the talent to be finance 
minister but he lacks the direction," Patt said. 

“It's incorrect and unfair to accuse me of being a 
foe of Moda’i just because l criticize the economic 
steps he presents to the cabinet. Nor is it relevant 
that we are both Liberals. Fm a cabinet minister 
first and foremost, and a Liberal second. 

“It is the duty of the finance minister to present 
an economic reform programme instead of the 
harmful price-freeze, package deals, even if he 
, fears that the cabinet may not approve his re- 
forms. It is up to the cabinet to make whatever 
changes it sees fit.” 

The minister warned that should Moda’i not 
present his reform proposals soon, other ministers 
would do so. 

Sources in Patt’s own ministry confirmed to The 
Post that Patt has already held 40 hours of 
meetings with civil service and academic economic 
experts over past weeks, collecting material for his' 
own economic reform programme. The same 
sources also confirmed that immediately after the 
Histadrut elections, Patt and a handful of other 
ministers from several parties will have the reform 
programme ready to present. 

While -Patt said that he did not aspire to be 
r i finan ce minister , “the time may come when 
*V somebody tells me to ‘put up or shut up’. In that 
case I would have no choice but to assume 
responsibility for the Treasury portfolio. But I 
would only accept it if I bad a prior commitment 


that my economic reform programme would be 
accepted.” 

Patt admitted that' Peres was rather annoyed 
with him after the last cabinersession in which he 
spoke waspishly about the latest package propos- 
als. “Later, wa talked on the phone and straight- 
ened things out,” Patt said. “We decided to meet 
soon and talk about the economic situation.’* 

Patt said Peres “involves himself in economic 
decisions in a way none of his predecessors did. 
Golda Meir sometimes tipped the scales on econo- 
mic issues, and' so did Menaphem Begin, but 
always after the options were laid out before 
them, cut and dried. Who ever heard of a premier 
defining the problem, negotiating about it, and 
finally making the decision?" 

By assuming Moda’i’s functions, Peres pulls die 
rug out from under the Committee of Economic 
Ministers, paralyzing it in its proper role as the 
nation's economic executive, Patt claimed. 

Patt said that he had never managed to meet 
with Moda'i to discuss reforming the economy. 
“But Moda’i, in any case, doesn’t talk to the 
Committee of Economic Ministers or to the Likud 
ministers or the Liberal ministers on such matters. 
Only about trivialities." 

Explaining his sharp criticism of the latest 
price-freeze package deal, Patt told The Post that 
instead of the first package creating a respite 
before launching proper reforms, it had merely 
ushered in a second package, then a third, and so 
on. 

Patt holds that agreement among foe govern- 
ment, the unions and the employers offers no 
solutions. 

“The problem of problems for Israel is econo- 
mic instability,” Patt said. “People have no faith 
in government measures and they have no confi- 
dence in savings. There is little new investment, 
domestic or foreign, and hence tittle growth.” 

On October 16, 1984, he recalls, he submitted 
foe Committee of Economic Ministers a 27-point 
economic reform programme, which was never 
discussed. 

The programme included the following points: 

• To cut the 1984/85 budget (then current) by 
$750m. and the 1985/86 budget by the same sum. 

• To tie the shekel to a basket of foreign 
currencies relevant to Israel’s ' imports and ex- 
ports, giving only some 34 per cent weight to the' 
U.S. dollar. 


• To link wages and savings in a one-time 
calculation to foe resultant exchange rate, after 
which there would be no further link age to it. 

• To abolish linkage to foe cost-of-living index. 

• To restrict the Treasury’s authority to borrow 
more than its revenue, from a IVi per cent deficit 
in the first year to zero in foe fourth and subse- 
quent years. 

• To reform the wage structure so that only two 
factors remain: gross wage before tax, and net 
wage, with no ancillary benefits or expense allo- 
wances. 

• To abolish linkage between various profes- 
sions or groups of wage-camera. 

• To pay pensioners a maximum of 25 per cent 
of ancillary benefits or expense allowances. 

• To set an income tax ceiling of 45 per cent. 

• To exempt production workers from all in- 
come tax, on condition that the money saved to 
foe.employere went to reduce the market price of 
the product by the same amount. 

• To cut national insurance dues by one-third, 
increase value added tax by three per cent, and set 
up a value added tax for municipal needs ranging 
between 18 and 22 per cent. 

• To maintain price controls on 200-250 basic 
commodities only, in foe categories tike food, 
clothing, furniture and household goods. 

• To facilitate foe manufac ture of low-priced, 
standard-quality utility goods. 

• . -To reform Treasury aid to local authorities by 
having foe Treasury -pay foe wages of municipal 
employees directly, while also prohibiting en- 
largement of municipal payrolls. 

• To prohibit all strikes for two to three years 
and instead enact a compulsory arbitration law. 

• To rationalize all school and hospital facilities 
on a regional and functional basis, also instituting 
a five-day week in secondary schools. 

• To abolish all subsidies, instead giving a 
compensation allowance of 100 per cent to the 
lowest 20 per cent of incomes and of 50 per cent to 
the next 10 per cent bracket. 

• To freeze all pensions and allowances for two 
years. . 

Patt said: “You don’t need to be an economic 
genius to draft such proposals. The International 
Monetary Fund has done ail foe work for us. All 
there is to do is to match foe correct solution to foe 
specific problem and have the courage to carry out 
the reforms.”

HAIFA. - Yugoslavia may be inter- 
ested in renewing diplomatic ties with 
Israel, The Jerusalem Post has 
learned.

The army is doing everything 
possible to leave Lebanon as quickly 
as all relevant considerations allow. 
Chief of General Staff Rav-Aluf 
Mosbe Levy said on. Galei Zahal 
yesterday- 

“You can carry ad absurdum foe 
criticism of the apparent slowness of 
the pull-out by photographing a con- 
crete block and asking if removing 
that concrete block from Lebanon 
was worth foe casualty cost,” he 
said. “Of course. I cannot explain in 
public all the factors which have to 
be taken into account. 1 ' 

In principle, there is no reason 
why the third stage of foe withdrawal 
could not take place simultaneously 
with the second*, be said; one of the 
alternatives presented to foe govern- 
ment bad been a complete withdraw- 
al in one stage. However, in view of 
the cabinet’s decision, the third stage 
will have to be authorized by that 
body as foe first two stages bad been, 
he said. 

On foe question of security for the 
northern settlements, the CGS said 
foe residents are aware that there 
will be terrorist attacks. “They are 
not happy about it, of course, but 
they understand the situation and 
are ready to live with it. In addition 
to their basic faith and moral 
strength, foe important factors are 
security - in foe. form of shelters, 
roads, fences and so forth - and 
economic security.

He said he would not suggest 
measuring the security zone in 
kilometres. “The security zone will 
be an area defended by Lebanese 
who are defending not us but their 
own ability to live their lives in 
peace,'* he said. "The best security 
zone would be one which extends to 
the northern borders of Lebanon, but 
we ad know the situation in that 
country.”

is always at war, though sometimes * 
there are peaks which Israel calls 
wars or wars of attrition. That situa- 
tion will continue, he said, as long as 
Arab states or terrorist groups con- 
tinue to proclaim that their goal is 
war against Israel. . . 

Syria, he said, has been successful 
in destroying the fabric of Lebanese 
government and society but has not 
been as successful in building new 
social structures in its own interest. 
Damascus considers Lebanon a part 
of Greater Syria, he said, but has so 
far been unable, for example, com- 
pletely to control Shi'ites who are 
being exploited by foe Iranians and 
are top free in Lebanon for Syria's 
liking. 

- “I don't think foe Syrians will use 
military force to gain their objec- 
tives, not because they have any 
objections to using force but simply 
because they know from bitter ex- 
perience that they will not emerge 
victorious," the chief of staff said.. 

He refused to accept foe inter- 
viewer’s suggestion that in the war in 
Lebanon, Israel Suffered its first de- 
feat. Israel's main purpose in going 
into Lebanon, he said, was to des- 
troy the PLO infrastructure, foe 
“state within a non-state” with all 
the advantages of statehood and 
none of the responsibilities. This 
Israel accomplished, he said, and we 
should not underestimate the im- 
portance of tins. 

Saying he disliked foe use of 
phrases such as “iron fist” and “scor- 
ched earth,” the CGS said the cur- 
rent operations in Shi’ite villages are 
no more and no less tk ugly" than 
bombings from the air. Military con- 
siderations have to determine the 
type of operation launched in each 
case, he said. 

War is moral in its justification, 
but not in it$ implementation, and 
the moral problems become greater 
when one is up against civilians in- 
stead of armies. TbelDF must make 
sure its soldiers do not lose their 
humanity, he said, and improper 
behaviour must be punished. 

When foe interviewer pointed out 
that there were improper acts com- 
mitted in the War of Independence, 
too, but nobody raised a hue and cry, . 
Rav-Aluf Levy answered: “I don’t 
recommend measuring morality by 
the volume of foe public outcry. If 
things were done which should not 
have been done and everyone was 
quiet about it. that makes those who 
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kept quiet accessories to an immoral v 
act. .. 

On economic matters, the chief of i 
general staff said the IDF has, : 
accepted the necessity of budget cuts' * 
“not with love, but with understands 
mg.” Day-to-day operational, 
peases will have to be cut,he said; toA 
make foe necessary investments inf 1 
weapons development and other' 
preparations for future military en- 
counters. 

The Lavi plane is such a future 
investment, he went on. “We need a ■ 
plane. We could buy one, but if we . 
build it here, it becomes a national 
project.” Israel has to maintain its 
advantage in foe quality of its human 
resources, be said, but Israel cannot 
count on that - or on the spirit of 
self-sacrifice - and must keep up 
with weapons technology in view of 
our enemies' ability to buy the best 
and most sophisticated weapons 
available. Israel’s answer has to be to 
use technology in original ways, he 
added. 

He said he feels sorry for every 
individual who loses his job as a 
result of budget cuts and has some . 
moral qualms about the fact that ’ 
professional soldiers can easily be 
dismissed. However, the moral im- 
perative to invest in defence for 
tomorrow outweighs' all other con- 
siderations, be said. 

Asked if foe missile war between 
Iraq and Iran worries him in terms of 
the IDFs ability to call up reserves 
quickly in foe next war, and in terms 
of foe vulnerability of foe home 
front, he said anyone who does not 
worry should not be in foe army. 
However, foe home front was hit in 
the War of Independence , and in any 
military operation “foe enemy tries 
to stop you from doing what you 
want to do, and your job is to get it 
done anyway."

Iran says 75 killed by 
air raids and missiles 



BAGHDAD (AP). - Iraq Stepped 
up its ,k war of the cities’' yesterday, 
raiding Tehran by air and firing 
missiles at three other Iranian dries. 
Iran said the attacks left 75 dead 
adnd 5 injured. , 

The Iranians reported their jets 
struck the Iraqi border town of 
Ranya, located some 350 kins, north 
of Baghdad, inflicting “heavy tos- 
ses.” There was no confirmation 
from the Iraqis. 

An Iraqi military spokesman said 
Iraqi jets raided Teheran before 
dawn in retaliation for an explosion 
the previous day in Baghdad. Iran 
claimed the blast, which shook the 
centre of the capital, was caused by a 
missile. 

The official Iranian news agency 
(Irna), monitored in Nicosia, said an 
Iraqi Soviet-made MiG jet was shot 
down in the afternoon over the city 
of Islaraabad-e-Gbarb. It added that 
another jet that attempted a dawn 
raid on the borderside city of Qazvin 
was driven off by anti-aircraft fire. 

There was no immediate Iraqi 
reply to the Iranian claim. 


The Iraqis also reported they fired 
surface-to-surface missiles at the Ira- 
nian border dries of Dezful, Naha- 
wand and Ram Hormuz as part of a 
campaign to force the Iranians to the 
conference table. 

Iran confirmed the Iraqi strikes. 
Irna said at least 40 people were 
killed or injured m Dezful, 24 others 
in Ram Hormuz and 10 more dead 
and an undetermined number 
wounded in Nahawand. 

It said the casualties included 
women and children. 

The Iranian agency put the casual- 
ty toll in the Teheran raid at one 
dead and four injured. The agency 
said the raid was carried out by a 
single Iraqi jet. 

Irna said dozens of homes, shops 
and cars were destroyed in the mis- 
sile attacks, which took place at the 
start of the Iranian work week. 

In addition to yesterday's casual- 
ties, Ima reported 31 dead and 10 
wounded in an Iraqi missile attack 
late Friday on the city of Babtaran, 
formerly known as Kermanshah. 


Top Iranian official visits Moscow 


MOSCOW (AP). - Iranian Deputy 
Foreign Minister Hossein 
Kazerapur-Ardebili left Moscow 
yesterday after a one-day visit during 
which he held talks with Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko. 

Tass said on Friday that Gromyko 
told Ardebili, the highest level Ira- 


nian to visit Moscow in three years, 
that the Soviet Union wants to see a 
negotiated settlement to the Persian 
Gulf war. 

A week earlier he delivered the 
same message to visiting Iraqi Fore- 
ign Minister Tariq Aziz. 


One dead, two wounded in 
latest South African clash 


JOHANNESBURG. - Police shot 
dead one black man and wounded 
two others in renewed rioting in the 
turbulent Eastern Cape province on 
Friday night, police said yesterday. 

The clash occurred in Despatch, 
an industrial town near Port Eli- 
zabeth, when about 50 blacks stoned 
police who replied with shotguns, 
rubber bullets and tear gas, a police 
spokesman in Pretoria said. A 19- 
year-old black was found dead after 
the incident and two other men were 
wounded, the spokesman said. 

Thousands of blacks turned out 
for the funerals of five people killed 
in recent rioting in the black 
township of Zwidi near the industrial 
centre of Port Elizabeth. No inci- 
dents were reported by mid-day at 
the services, which in the past have 
set off further unrest. 

About 20 army riot vehicles were 
moved into Kwanobuble township 
outside the Eastern Cape town of 
Uitenhage, according to Molly 
Blackburn, a member of the white 
Cape Provincial Council for the 
opposition Progressive Federal Par- 
ty. 

Blackburn said Kwanobuhle com- 
munity leaders bad told her an army 
major named Van Rooyen later 
agreed to pull the armoured vehicles 
back to the edge of the township 
after complaints that their presence 
might spark confrontations. The ma- 


jor also agreed to meet with an 
impromptu delegation of black lead- 
ers to discuss ways to reduce tension . 
Blackburn said she was told. 

“This is really the first ray of hope 
that has come out of all this. The 
people are prepared to talk, and the 
authorities are prepared to listen," 
she said. 

There have been daily riots in the 
Eastern Cape since police shot dead 
19 black marchers in Langa. 
Uitenhage "s other black township, 
on March 21, with more than 40 
blacks killed since then. 

On Friday, church leaders car- 
rying a cross headed a 300-strong 
dawn procession through Durban to 
a prison where 16 dissidents accused 
of treason are being held. 

Eyewitnesses said Durban's Ro- 
man Catholic Archbishop Denis 
Hurley and Natal’s Anglican Bishop 
Michael Nuttall took turns with 
other clergy in carrying the two- 
metre high cross at the front of the 
march, a rare legal demonstration 
against apartheid. 

Hie marchers included relatives of 
the 16 jailed anti-apartheid leaders. 

Outside the prison the marchers 
prayed and sang hymns, and prison 
inmates could be heard joining in the 
ringing of “Nkosi Sikelele Afrika,” a 
hymn adopted by South African 
opponents of the segregation laws as 
their national anthem. ( AP. Reuter) 


Honduras Congress averts treason trial 


TEGUCIGALPA. Honduras (Reu- 
ter). - The Honduran Congress has 
quashed a move by President Rober- 
to Suazo Cordova to charge 50 mem- 
bers with treason in a row over 
elections due in November. 

Hie 82-seal Congress last week 
voted against allowing courts to pro- 
ceed with the charges, brought with 
the president's backing after Con- 
gress had replaced five Supreme 
Court judges whom it had accused of 


manipulating electoral law. 

Congress, which must approve 
any charges against its members for 
actions or speeches in the House, 
accused the president and the judges 
of cooperating in having pro-Suazo 
candidates nominated for the elc- 
tions. 

Congressmen also appointed a 
commission to draw up amnesty' leg- 
islation for ail prisoners charged with 
political crimes since January I.

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Thatcher opens Asian tour, 
defuses row with Malaysia 


KUALA LUMPUR (Reuter)*- Bri- 
tain’s Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher on Friday defused a row 
with Malaysia over air services on 
the first day of her six-nation tour of 
southern Asia. 

Paying the first official visit by a 
British leader since the former col- 
ony gained independence in 1957, 
Thatcher agreed to allow the Malay- 
sian MAS airline to increase flights 
to London, removing a major irri- 
tant in Anglo-Malaysian relations. 

The agreement to grant MAS a 
fifth flight weekly was reached in 
three hours of talks between Thatch- 
er and Prime Minister Datuk Seri 
Mahathir Mohamad. 

A Malaysian government spokes- 
man. announcing the accord, said 
state-owned British Airways would 
be granted a reciprocal flight to 
Kuala Lumpur if requested. 


Soviets reportedly bugged French Embassy 


PARIS (AP). - The Soviet secret 
police monitored ail messages be- 
tween the French Embassv in Mos- 
cow and the Foreign Ministry in 
Paris from 1976 to 1983. a weekly 
news magazine claimed on Friday. 

The confidential messages were 
intercepted by electronic devices 
placed on the French Embassy’s 
Telex machines. The espionage was 
one of the reasons for the expulsion 
from France of 47 Soviet diplomatic 
personnel in April 1983, Le Point 
said. 

Le Point published a photocopy of 


a telex message from the embassy to 
the Foreign Ministry in Paris on 
January II, 1983 reporting that a 
“complex electronic device" had 
been discovered on a teleprinter dur- 
ing repairs. Other devices were sub- 
sequently found on the embassy’s 
other teleprinters, the magazine re- 
ported. 

The magazine said the Soviet per- 
sonnel were ordered to leave France 
because of the bugging incident and 
because the French believed they 
bad been involved in industrial 
spying here. 


Politburo vows to combat alcoholism 


MOSCOW (AP). - The Politburo 
last week condemned the Soviet Un- 
ion's epidemic alcoholism as an 
“ugly phenomenon" and ordered 
new laws and other measures in the 
battle against drunks. 

The official news agency Tass said 
the Politburo talked about alcohol- 
ism in a general discussion on the 
main domestic policy themes of the 
Kremlin leadership under Commun- 
ist Party chief Mikhail Gorbachev - 
discipline and economic and indust- 


rial modernization. 

No details were released on the 
laws approved, or on the other mea- 
sures envisioned to combat alcohol- 
ism. A formal decree by the Party 
Cerftral Committee" is likely to be 
published in the near future. 

The Politburo meeting marked 
the second time in less than two 
years that the party leadership has 
ordered a legal campaign to tighten 
labour discipline and fight drunke- 
ness. 


S. Korean leader meets opposition head 


SEOUL (AP). - President Chun 
Doo Hwan and the leader of a mili- 
tant new opposition parry met for 
the first rime yesterday in an infor- 
mal encounter, and Chun said the 
South Korean government is in- 
terested in dialogue. 

The occasion was the dedication 
of a new press centre in downtown 
Seoul. As Chun walked into a recep- 
tion room, those waiting to greet him 


included Lee Min Woo, president of 
the new Korea Democratic Party, a 
political grouping supported by dis- 
sident leaders Kim Dae Jung and 
Kim Young Sam that has emerged 
as the no. T opposition to Chun's 
ruling Democratic Justice Party. 

Chun, 54, shook hands with the. 
69- year-old opposition figure, and 
extended his congratulations to Lee 
on his party presidency.

- Italy will sell 
China a broad range of arms and will 
train Chinese troops and scientific 
personnel under a major defence 
agreement reached in Peking, Ita- 
lian Defence Minister Giovanni Spa- 
do lini said yesterday. 

Spadolini met Foreign Minister 
Wu Xueqian for 45 minutes yester- 
day to discuss international issues 
inducting the Persian Guff War, the 
superpower nuclear arms talks in 
Geneva and Peking's relations with 
Moscow, the officials said. 

He also met Premier Zhao Ziyang 
for talks attended by strong military 
delegations, but no details were 
available. 

The agreement is due to be for- 
mally initialled before Spadolinj files 


out today to meet' Chinese armed 
forces commanders in the central 
China city.of Xian, the officials said. 

Spadolini said Zhang told him: 
China would tiny equipment such as 
radar systems, transport and fighter 
aircraft, helicopters, mines,- torpe- 
does. unspecified military electro- 
nics and hydrofoils. 

Military attaches at western - 
embassies in Peking said they , 
thought this was the first such agree-

U.S. Navy mim-submarine 
reaches depth of 6,100 metres 


WASHINGTON (AP). - The Navy 
said on Friday that a tiny three-man 
submarine named the Sea Cliff has 
undergone conversion for “deep 
submergence" and has made a dive 
of 6,100 metres off the coast of 
Central America. 

Although officials would not for- 
mally confirm it, the conversion pro- 
ject apparently turned the Sea Cliff 
into the navy’s deepest diving sub- 
marine. 

The Sea Cliff is^bne'of three so- 
called “Turtle-Class’’ deep-diving 
submarines constracted in the late 
1960s primarily for ocean research 
work. Both the Sea Cliff and its 
sister, the Turtle, are assigned to the 
Navy's submarine development 


group in San Diego, California, 
while the third - the Alvin - is 
operated for the Navy by the Woods 
Hole Oceanographic Institution on 
theeast coast. .... .' ^ 

As originally designed, the ■ Sea 
Cliff and Turtle had ^standard oper- 
ating depth of 1,900 metres, By 
comparison, the Navy’s most mod- 
ern ballistic missile and attack sub- :

Reagan approves extra $1 billion aid for Africa: 


WASHINGTON (AP). - President 
Reagan signed legislation on Friday 
providing SI billion of additional aid 
for drought-stricken Africa. Reagan 
said the sum was substantially more 
than he had requested and that he 
would guard against spending more 
than can be used. 

“Misuse of assistance is particular- 
ly unacceptable when human lives 
are at stake.” said Reagan, who 
originally requested $235 million 


worth of emergency food assistance 
and another S25m. for non-food aid. . 
The amount approved by Congress, 
he said, “substantially exceeds the 
administration's current estimate of 
need."

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AMSTERDAM (AP). - A film 
made by a group of Dutch Jews 
hiding from the Nazis is to be shown 
on Dutch televirion today. 

The 30-minute film, which its 
promoters claim is the only one of its 
kind showing the daily life of Jews in 
hiding from the Nazis, will be part of 
a three-part’ 'documentary com- 
memorating the 40th anniversary of 
the nation's liberation by Allied 
forces. 

The making of the film became 
known two years ago. when a build- 
ing in central Amsterdam was being 
renovated. Milly van Stipbont,. 
spokeswoman for the Belbo Filin 
Production Company, told the 
Associated Press on Friday. 

In a recess in the wall, construc- 
tion workers found a handwritten 
diary, kept by a 13-vear-old Jewish 
boy hiding with 13' others in the 
building, where a nightclub was lo- 
cated during World War H. 


In the diary, Henry Robindd, de- 
scribed the 1943 shooting of a film 
depicting the dailyltfe of the.24 Jews 
hiding in cramped quarters' behind 
the nightclub. The. boy m^mtipned 
one of those in hiding, Harry Swaab, 
as the driving force behind the pro- 
ject. “. . .. 

In May 1943 , the hiding place was 
raided by the Germans, and' 
although a few of the Jews managed 
to escape, Swaab was presumed to 
have died in tire war, and the film 
was considered lost. 

But following newspaper accounts - 
of the discovery of the diary, Swaab . 
surfaced in AmsteKfem, where he has 
lived since the end of tire war, and 
announced that Ire Kill had a copy of 
the film. ■

have enough physical space. Miriam 
and I offered advice on how to 
rearrange furniture to wiwrimiyp ex- 
isting space until a bigger apartment 
can be obtained for the family.” 

Lior emphasizes that all requests 
for help are processed immediately. 
The association helps in every case it 
considers justified even if other 
organizations say no. 

Though the most positive area of 
the association’s work is helping chil- 
dren and young adults, blind people 
of all ages and situations receive 
assistance according to their needs. 

For those living on disability pen- 


sions, for example, help may be 
required in purchasing household 
appliances and other necessary but 
expensive items. 

“We encourage them to buy the 
best because it’s cheaper in the long 
run than buying something second^ 
rate and having to replace it.” says 
Lior. “We give them loans that re- 
quire no guarantors or bonds. They 
all repay promptly and in full.” 

The Association for the Blind re- 
ceives no financial help from govern- 
ment sources or from the annual 
“Candle for the Blind” fund-raising 
drive conducted during Hanukka by 
the Centre for the Blind in Israel. 


“In Inna’s day, we got all our 
contributions from abroad - from 
sources she had developed which sent 
money once each year. Meanwhile, 
however, we have grown 
tremendously because people who 
have received help from us have 
spread the word. We really appreci- 
ate die Korns’ help in spreading our 
message to people visiting Israel dur- 
ing Passover,” Lior says.

UK and Germany join growth 
led by Japan and Australia 




NEW YORK (AP). - West Ger- 
many and Britain have shaken off 
their lethargy and joined the econo- 
mic growth parade headed by Japan , 
Australia and Taiwan, according to a 
study released Friday by the Confer- 
ence Board of New York. 

The U.S., France. Canada and 
Italy are lagging, but the study says 
the latest data strongly suggest that 
the economies of the world's major 
non- Communist industrial nations 
will continue to expand. 

Japan continues to lead tbe way. 
with its leading index soaring at a 9% 
annual rate, the board said. 

The leading index is designed to 
forecast future economic perform- 
ance. It includes such items as build- 


ing permits, factory orders for goods- 
and other factors that foreshadow 
business activity several months in 
advance. 

The leading index is rising at a 6% 
rate in Taiwan and 5% in Australia. 

“The United Kingdom and West 
Germany have finally climbed out of 
the economic doldrums that held 
them back last year." the board 
comments. “They are now posting 
growth rates of 5% and 6%. respec- 
tively.” 

The leading indexes are advancing 
at slower rates in three other leading 
industrial countries. They are up a 
scant 1% in the U.S., 3% in France 
and 4% in Canada and Italy.

Investors bracing themselves 
for upcoming reports 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). - Tbe 
chairman of the B ank of Boston said 
yesterday his bank did not intend to 
violate government rules on curren- 
cy transactions, but the bead of a 
Congressional panel accused the 
bank of simply ignoring the regula- 
tions. 

Tbe h ank paid a 5500,000 fine in 
February after admitting failure to 
report to the government $1 .2 billion 
in currency transactions between the 
U.S. and Europe. 

Since then several other U.S. 
banks have reported similar viola- 
tions. 

Bank of Boston chairman William 
Brown told the House Banking 
Commi ttee: “No one at the bank 
had ’any intention of concealing the 
currency shipments." 

He said the violations occurred 
because changes in Federal regula- 
tions were not explained to certain 
bank officials. 

Committee chairman Fernand St. 
Germain said the bank should have 


known about the rules and should 
not plead ignorance. He also ac- 
cused Federal bank regulators of 
being lax in enforcing the rules and 
taking action against the Bank of 
Boston. 

Committee members said they 
were concerned that organized 
crime was using currency move- 
ments to hide its money. 

GRANT. - Bangladesh will receive 
2.37 billion yen (59.37 million) from 
Japan as a debt-relief grant. Bang- 
ladesh officials said the Japanese 
grant would be used to import a gas 
turbine generator and an electric 
substation fora potash urea fertilizer 
factory in eastern Bangladesh. 

MAURITIUS. - India will provide 
100 million rupees (57.7 million) in 
credit to the small Indian Ocean 
island-nation of Mauritius. India will 
also give Mauritius 10,000 tons of 
wheat flour in grant aid. 


NEW YORK (AP). - Wall Street is ’ 
waiting with some trepidation for rhe 
corporate earnings reports that will 
flood financial news wires in the next 
few weeks. 

As signs have accumulated lately 
that the U.S. economic growth was 
proceeding at a slower-than- 
expected pace, analysts' earnings 
estimates covering many companies 
for the first quarter have, been com- 
ing down. 

Some prominent corporations, 
such as International Business 
Machines, have issued advance 
notices that jheir first-quarter profits 
will not live up to earlier expecta- 
tions. 

So naturally enough there are 
widespread expectations of more 
disappointments when the actual fi- 
gures come out. 

Optimists on the outlook for 
stocks point out that the market 
never “discounts" the same news 
twice - in other words., that stock 
prices may well have already taken 
into account the likelihood of many 


less-than-inspiring earnings reports. 

In fact, some say. pessimism may 
lately have reached tbe point of 
excess. “The first quarter could be a 
less disappointing quarter than many 
expect/' analysts at Prudential- 
Bache Securities recently argued. 

Investors apparently saw no such 
signs in the past week. Tbe Dow 
Jones industrial average fell 7.73 to 
1,259.05 in the four sessions through 
Thursday, when the market shut 
down for a long Easrer-Pessah 
weekend.

Composite Index dropped .S9 to 
103.71 and the American Stock Ex-: 
change Market Value Index was., 
down 2.74 at 226.85. 

Big Board volume averaged 93.49 
million shares a day. against 93.23m.

“Profits are declining - the veloc- 
ity of their full will increase/’ say ;

of the ranks of analysts predicting a 
recession. 


Iranlosesappeal 
over jet spare parts 

ST. LOUIS (AP) ~ An appeals court 
last week upheld the dismissal of a 
lawsuit in which Iran alleged the 
McDonnell Douglas Corp. tailed to 
fulfill a contract for spare. parts for 
fighter jets sold before tbe Iranian 
revolution- 

The Islamic Republic of Iran, its 
ministry of defence and its air force, 
in the appeal before the 8th U-S, 
Circuit of Appeals, had sbught to 
overturn a summary judgment in 
which the U.S. District Court in St. 
Louis dismissed the suit. 

The plaintiffs sought a -ttial in 
Teheran, over whether tbe contract 
for parts for the F-4 Phantom jet had 
been violated. 

McDonnell Douglas contracted 
with the Imperial Iranian Air Force - 
under the Shah of Iran in 1975 to 
provide spare parts for the fighter 
planes. It did so until the revolution 
in early 1979 in which the Mamie 
Republic of Iran replaced tbe Shah’s ' 
government.

- Maccabi Tel Aviv 
finally put their act together last 
Thursday when they beat a stubborn 
Hapoel Holon in the deciding semi- 
final match of the National Basket- 
ball League play-off 93-70. 

Since losing in Bologna and thus 
dropping out of the European Cup 
Championship a month ago, Macca- 
bi have been struggling to pui their 
high-powered machinery back in fast 
gear.

Axe falls on Numeiri 

THE COUP in Sudan should not have surprised anyone. 
Unless, of course, ousted President Ja’afer Numeiri himself. 
How else explain that amidst dear rumblings of revolt in his 
country, he chose to absent himself with a trip to Washington? 

His absence apparently encouraged further unrest. Late last 
week most of the professional people in Khartoum not in direct 
government employ demonstrated and Sudan's communica- 
tions with the rest of the world were cut off. This capped a wave 
of food riots and desperate efforts to stem them with mass 
arrests. 

Sudan's crisis is manifold. The economy, beset by the famine 
that has swept Africa, is in tatters, burdened as well by more 
than a million refugees from famine elsewhere. The country is 
so deeply in debt that it cajinot afford to import even minimally 
adequate supplies of staples. There is a severe shortage of 
petrol; sorghum, the country’s chief grain has soared in price, 
and only recently Numeiri felt compelled to raise the price of 
bread bv 33 per cent. 

Numeiri's international creditors pressed him to expose his 
economy to real market conditions as the formula for repair. 
But this only heightened domestic tension. Moreover, misman- 
agement and corruption in any case made a mockery of the idea 
of a free market. 

Economic decline aggravated existing political divisions. 
When Numeiri came to power fifteen years ago, he sought to 
mend the existing split with the Christian south. But in recent 
years, responding to militant Moslem movements, he sought to 
impose Islamic law on the south, causing a renewal of Christian 
insurrection. 

His policy with regard to militant Moslem groups was also 
inconsistent. Last month he turned against the powerful 
Moslem Brotherhood, which he had courted for several years, 
after standing against them earlier. In short, he has been the 
victim of his country’s divisions, economic crises which exacer- 
bated them and his own switches of policy that deepened 
domestic alienation. 

It must be assumed, however, that outside meddling also 
played a role. Libya has consistently sought to undermine his 
regime, and the Russians, with whom Numeiri was aligned in 
his early years, never reconciled themselves to his turn to the 
U.S. 

Egypt will be the country most immediately concerned by the 
coup in Khartoum. While the troubles in Sudan had put some 
strain on relations, Numeiri's alignment with Cairo against the 
radical Arab front led by Libya and Syria had remained intact. 
And for Egypt, its huge neighbour to the south is of major 
strategic interest. 

It is still too early to know what the army takeover bodes for 
Sudan's future. Libya, Syria and Moscow promptly welcomed 
the coup, which would suggest a cause for some concern. But 
unless they have an inside track with the army and the defence 
minister who has taken over the reins, their glee may only 
reflect satisfaction that Numeiri himself has been ousted and 
that this opens new possibilities for their influence. „ 

After a previous coup attempt, Numeiri was able to resume 
power in a matter of hours. Now, stranded in Cairo, after trying 
to huny back from Washington, he may well believe that this 
scenario could be repeated. 

Observers familiar with the conditions in his country tend to 
doubt, however, that this is genuinely possible. For this coup is 
not a palace revolution. Rather it seems to have been forced 
upon the new rulers by the social violence which erupted during 
the last fortnight, venting fury against Numeiri's regime to a 
degree that threatened all the institutions of social order, 
including the army. 

Coming immediately after Numeiri’s meetings with Presi- 
dent Reagan, the coup is. no doubt, an embarrassment for the 
U.S., though it is difficult to assume that Washington was not 
aware of the possibility. Only recently Vice President George 
Bush visited Sudan for a first-hand look at the refugee problem 
and Numeiri’s other predicaments. 

Strategically placed as Sudan is, the U.S. cannot be indiffe- 
rent to the ouster of Numeiri. His alignment with the West in 
inter-Arab and inter- African affairs and his close relationship 
with Egypt was an integral part of the Middle East equation as 
seen from Washington, and, for that matter, from Jerusalem as 
well.

(Continued from Pagr One) 
a recent interview when he said. 
"What happens inside Sudan is 
Sudan's own affair, but Egypt will 
never permit external intervention 
in Sudanese domestic affairs, either 
directly or indirectly." 

Under Numeiri's rule, the govern- 
ment faced crisis after crisis, includ- 
ing drought and famine and an influx 
of more than a million refugees from 
drought and civil war in neighbour- 
ing Chad and Ethiopia. 

Numeiri's government also faced 
an armed rebellion in less-developed 
southern Sudan, and general unrest 
due to the region's impoverished 
economic conditions.

FOR THE PAST six months, Syria 
has been engaged in trying to revive 
the radical camp, formerly known as 
the Arab Steadfastness Front. This 
grouping within the Arab League 
originally comprised Syria, Iraq, 
Libya, South Yemen and Algeria. 
But Iraq, the initiator of the alliance, 
withdrew from it after Syria engaged 
itself on the side of Iran in the Golf 
War. Algeria, under President Ben- 
jedid, has increasingly sought to 
place itself in a new position, some- 
where between the radicals and the 
more conservative Arab states, 
while South Yemen has shown grea- 
ter reluctance to align itself too ex- 
clusively with Syria. 

Nevertheless, the Syrian initiative 
has so far succeeded in bringing 
together at least the foreign minis- 
ters and other ministers of Libya, 
Algeria and South Yemen at a recent 
secret conclave held in Damascus. 


THERE SEEMS to be no end to the 
ignorance and arrogance on subjects 
relating to South Africa. The same 
can be said of some of our politicians 
who respond to articles rather than 
verifying their sources. The recent 
furore over Denis Goldberg was a 
case in point. 

Anyone who follows political 
events in South Africa should have 
been sensitive to the fact that a man 
who devoted so much time to a 
struggle for the elementary rights of 
all people in the country of his birth 
could not and should not have been 
expected ' to turn his bade once he 
was removed from the region. 

It should, however, have been 
expected that the reporters who 
wrote their columns would at least 
have done some journalistic home- 
work on the African National Con- 
gress, its official policies and state- 
ments and its history. Maybe, if they 
were enterprising, they might have 
read Nelson Mandela’s first inter- 
view in 23 years. If they were really 
enterprising, they might have even 
read the Freedom Chatter and Nel- 
son Mandela’s testimony at the 
“ Rivonia Trial. ” After all, this is the 
context in which Goldberg operated, 
was arrested and convicted. 

Perhaps this would have led to a 
wiser presentation to the Israeli pub- 
lic on the difference between the 
ANC and the PLO or between Israel 
and South Africa. But thea, as a 
veteran Israeli journalist said to me, 
the Israeli public - including the 
media - has come to believe that the 
two political scenes are the same 
and. furthermore, that the white 
regime there faces the same dilem- 
mas. The ideas Meir Kahane 
espouses with parliamentary im- 
munity and police protection are no

TELEPHONE BILLS 

To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, - The other day, the Bezek 
Telephone Company presented me 
with a telephone bill in the amount 
of IS208.000. 1 have to pay this bill 
“blindly” as the Bezek Company is 
stronger than me in our business 
relationship: they can cut off my 
telephone if I don’t pay up to a 
certain date. 

However, I find it bizarre that 
Bezek should be able to present me 
with a global, unitemized bill for 
such a big sum without giving me the 
necessary details which would make 
a control possible. 

I asked Bezek to provide me with 
an itemized bill, i.e. a detailed com- 
puter print-out, giving all the details: 
which phone numbers I talked to 
(abroad), at what dale, how many 
minutes, etc. - as is done in other 
countries. Only in this way can 1 
check a bill, correct mistakes and 
charge third parties having used my 
phone with the amounts due to me. 

LTnfortunately, Bezek refrained 
from answering my request or even 
acknowledging its receipt.

Bezek replies: 

The type of telephone bill Bezek 
sends out is dictated by the technical 
possibilities of its equipment. The 
switch system in use in Israel does 
not enable us to send out itemized 
bills, but only bills giving the total 
number of toll units used by the 
subscriber in both local and interna- 
tional dialling. 

The digital telephone exchanges 
now being introduced by Bezek can 
provide a wide range of modern 
services, including itemized bills in- 
dicating the destination of calls, their 
date and their duration. 

Bezek is now studying the possib- 
ility of sending such itemized bills to 
subscribers linked to digital ex- 
changes and will keep the public 
informed of developments. 

Irrespective of technological 
changes, we now have the means to 
check telephone bills and test the 
proper functioning of the equipment 
serving all subscribers. I would sug- 
gest that Dr. Wyler ask Bezek’s 
Jerusalem office to make the neces- I 
sary check. i
